Through 
the kindness Very Rev. William Crandell, S.J., then dean 
Loyola University, now provincial the New Orleans province 
the Society Jesus, students who pursued the course success- 
fully were assured two semester hours credit Loyola Uni- 
versity. For the convenience the Sisters, Father Crandell per- 
mitted the classes held Monday afternoons, outside the 
university, St. Joseph School. 

The course was workshop the Catholic philosophy life. 
Its purpose was make teachers more keenly aware the im- 
portance life motivation and guide them proposing 
motives and patterns life their pupils. the treatment 
motivation, special attention was given the distinction and 
analysis the natural and supernatural orders. give the 
children Catholic schools correct view life, was seen 
necessary that the teachers fully imbued with the proper 
principles motivation their theoretical well their 
practical aspect. The series instructions proved eye 
opener dynamic, revolutionary. 

February, 1949, only first- and second-grade teachers were 
asked attend. September, 1949, another two-semester-hours 
course was offered the third- and fourth-grade teachers. 
February, 1950, the fifth- and sixth-grade teachers attended 
and September, 1950, the seventh-, eighth-, and ninth-grade 
teachers had their turn Supernatural Orientation. The series 
was brought close with whole semester course demon- 
stration classes high school sophomores the presence 
high school teachers. The sophomores were students St. Joseph 
High School. this manner, the teachers saw the whole 
course was gradually worked out rather than the finished product 
one demonstration class.

Motive Intention 


With goals clearly view, remains now only clarify those 
factors which determine whether good act conducive 
supernatural natural goal reward. Among those factors the 
key (or formal) determinant the motive intention with 
which the act performed. Before this can understood ade- 
quately one must realize that for human act performed 
the doer must have the intention performing that act. One 
intends something and then does it. series acts the 
last thing accomplished always the subject the first 
primary intention. What last execution first intention 
and what first execution last intention. The diagram 
below about getting from New Orleans Baton Rouge may help 
clarify this principle.

Just one learns distinguish the parts speech and 
parse sentences diagramming, good way examine one’s 
motives and cultivate supernatural motives, along with super- 
natural philosophy life, diagram acts according the 
order intention. nature, man seeks happiness. Happiness 
here earth can found worth-while goods knowledge, 
virtue, friends, beauty, culture, health. These are natural goods. 
They can and should channeled the supernatural. Useful 
are those goods which help the acquisition the worth-while 
the pleasurable. Pleasurable goods are the accompanying 
circumstances which may worth-while good 
useful good. Mere sense pleasure not sought for itself 
alone but association ultimately with something value 
(worth while). Outlined below are several diagrams that exem- 
plify motivation given action naturally and supernaturally.

The action does not follow fixed trend motivation, 
for each child may have different way reasoning. For some, 
certain trends will predominate.

The Present Status 


Just what can said about the art 
education that characterizes most the 
Catholic schools our country today?

After 
years experience schools various 
types and sizes, and after hearing other 
people’s views the matter, have come 
the conclusion that art about the 
most neglected subject the average 
curriculum. 1945 survey was made 
order discover what light could 
thrown the situation questioning 
the teachers themselves. Each teacher 
elementary schools filled out report 
touching upon such points subject mat- 
ter, methods, preferences, problems, and 
interest professional improvement. The 
results may summarized 
Most teachers feel unprepared handle 
their art programs efficiently but are 
anxious improve; they usually not 
have definite goals accomplishment 
toward which the lessons the year are 
directed; and there little variety 
techniques and mediums. Most educators 
are already familiar with the explanation 
usually given; namely, that time too 
short give preparation everything 
needed, art not “required” subject, 
time lacking for adequate preparation 
for many types art lessons, materials, 
and equipment are deficient. seeras only 
reasonable that efforts made remedy 
these conditions and since 
come slowly, prolonged delay attacking 
the problems would unfortunate for 
Catholic education. 


Why Art Education? 


The chief arguments for art education 
can fairly well summarized three 
Statements: 

Art everywhere about and our 
lives would enriched acquaintance 
with its nature and requirements. 

All men are born artists; hence, 
their education must quite incomplete 
this aspect missing.

Art education should much 
counteract the evils resulting from 
mechanized, materialistic society such 
that which are living today. 

The first statement merely refers the 
fact that all man-made things are the 
result human activity, contrast the 
world nature. God, the master artist, has 
made man sharer His creative powers 
and has placed him natural “work- 
shop” filled with the raw materials from 
which his ingenuity and skill can fashion 
the things needed for daily life the food, 
clothing, shelter, recreational equipment, 
and countless other things. This “making” 
commonly termed work, and though 
work often laborious need not 
drudgery. Though inflicted partial 
punishment for primal sin was also 
means reparation and eternal glory. 
Furthermore, when done with the perfec- 
tion due it, may become source 
pleasure making not sought 
end itself, yet may enjoyed 
the same sense any other normal 
activity such eating and drinking may 
enjoyed. Art education should lead 
perfected workmanship and the production 
beautiful things that will make life 
more pleasant; should also develop 
reverence for materials and tools; and 
should increase such virtues patience, 
perseverance, economy, and self-reliance. 
Some people may argue that art not 
essential because the curriculum already 
offers means for cultivating the human 
personality and enumerate such subjects 
self-expression penmanship, music, 


speech, and composition. Yet, why ignore 
the visual arts? The Industrial Revolution 
has already played great havoc bringing 
about complete divorce between man 
and the making practically everything 
uses. rarely has the opportunity 
exercising his creativity making things 
because they are produced machines. 
Money becomes the only goal endeavor 
for more and more people each year and 
they turn become more and more like 
machines. They can longer appreciate 
the beauty common things because they 
know little about them except their money 
value. Because they longer have hand 
making such things dishes, rugs, fur- 
niture, and silverware, they know practi- 
cally nothing their material composi- 
tion, the process their construction, 
the nature their style and decoration. 
The result that they see nothing for 
wonder admiration, and vast store 
interest and enjoyment taken out 
their lives. With little material for conver- 
sation, why should they not find occupa- 
tion for their minds the movie theater, 
from the pages gawdy comic maga- 
zine, sitting passively before the 
television set? 


How the 


Without doubt many 
courses have been published within the 
past years but apparently they have 
had few followers who stayed with them 
consistently for any length time. After 
the survey 1945 mentioned above, 
attempt was made assist the elementary

Thus the so-called Guide Sheets 
made their first appearance and each year’s 
Guide Sheet was supplemented ad- 
ditional Bulletin when additional in- 
formation guidance was needed. 


The Guides 


The first assignment was given for the 
year 1945-46 and was devoted the 
teaching freehand, single-stroke lettering. 
This was considered basic art 
far could mastered careful and 
persevering practice, would tend de- 
velop keen observation, and sensitivity 
beauty line and space relations. De- 
tailed directions were given the teachers 
regarding equipment, goals achievement, 
accomplishments sought each 
grade, and final assignment done 
toward the close the school year and 
brought the convent summer school 
exhibited for the benefit all the 
teachers. The 1946-47 Guide Sheet pre- 
sented illustrational drawing the second 
phase art expression that was 
stressed, and the lettering was con- 
tinued assigned per grade. 

This second Guide Sheet attempted 
explain the stages development through 
which children normally pass 


artistic growth, and enable the teacher 
understand his work and guide him ac- 
cordingly. The concluding assignment was 
the illustration some story, poem, 
song selected the class. Each pupil’s 
picture explained some scene the story 
and when finished all were fastened to- 
gether into continuous “runner” frieze. 
The caption and signature each paper 
displayed the lettering skill achieved 
each pupil. Each teacher brought this class 
project home for summer school display 
and all agreed that had been laborious 
but enjoyable experience. Many points for 
criticism could found the work, and 
many teachers realized their own needs 
but all this was step forward because 
the things which improvement was 
needed were more evident. During these 
years happened that several groups in- 
terested improving art education were 
assisting and directing elementary teachers 
their areas very much the same man- 
ner that described above. One member 
these groups was Sister Joanne, 
art supervisor the Diocese Toledo and 
education chairman the Catholic Art 
Association. the fall 1947 Sister 
Joanne invited assist her co- 
chairman the elementary sectional meet- 
ing the Catholic Art Association which 
was hold its November convention 
Tulsa, Okla. The result that collabora- 
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tion was the Elementary Art Guide which 
made its appearance the following 
spring; the May, 1948, issue which 
explained its objectives and plan pro- 
cedure. Efforts were made through the 
regional representatives the C.A.A. 
acquaint educational directors and teach- 
ers with the Art Guides that they might 
begin making use them the following 
fall. addition assisting teachers 
means directed art lessons for each 
month, the Guides aimed imbue teach- 
ers with right attitudes toward work, 
guide them the evaluation art ac- 
cording Christian principles, and 
raise gradually the standards apprecia- 
tion general. Quite naturally the 
schools that had been directed through the 
Guide Sheets now were advised follow 
the Art Guides and have been doing 
ever since. Naturally, problems remain 
but each year increases the number 
teachers who enjoy teaching art because 
the Guide program. 

Sister Joanne has continued editor 
the C.A.A. Guides ever since the first set 
was published 1948. Each year other 
teachers are invited contribute work- 
ing out projects which they have already 
used successfully and which will work 
well with the other lessons presented 
for that year. The objective have 
varied program activities that will also 
incorporate sound program knowledge 
and techniques. times has been felt 
that there was overbalance craft 
work, but the idea gradually disappear- 
ing because the obvious importance 
such projects acquainting the children 
with materials and tools various types: 
giving them the opportunity select 
and combine colors, devise and apply 
decorative design, develop skills and 
desirable habits workmanship, and 
the same time grow observation and 
appreciation. The home, too, benefited 
the craft lessons and very often the

gether among members the family and 
between home and school constitutes some 
the most desirable outcomes educa- 
tion. The other forms art usually found 
art courses are not neglected because 
each year’s set Guides contains lessons 
drawing, painting, lettering, design, and 
art history. Some teachers have favored 
frequent correlations the art lessons 
with religious subject matter, and others 
have criticized some the assignments 
for doing this. Though other themes usu- 
ally are suggested suitable applications 
the lesson, neither the main assignment 
nor the suggested projects need curb origi- 
nality; teachers and students are always 
free apply the principles and techniques 
the lesson any subject matter they 
prefer, because the main objectives the 
assignment may still achieved. 


Other Forms Assistance 


Workshops, courses the teaching 
art, and the formation local C.A.A. 
units are recommended helps for teachers 
art the elementary school. For some 
years the Binney Smith Company has 
sponsored free workshops for teachers 
sending workshop director conduct 
several days intensive art activity 
any school that could make use the 
program.

Some areas the country have the ad- 
vantage directed art programs di- 
ocesan art supervisors, and other areas 
have service this kind. compen- 
sate for lack this assistance teachers, 
plan has been initiated which the 
teachers work groups and thereby help 
themselves. This already being tried out 
four five places and apparently with 
great success. Schools given area de- 
cide organize; they meet and elect 
chairman who then chooses other officers 
such vice-chairman, secretary, and 
exhibition manager assist her, and the 
first organizational meeting called. Plans 
for the year are made such frequency 
and places meetings, demonstrations, 
and exhibitions. The secretary prepares re- 
ports sent the C.A.A. education 
officers the beginning the year and 
the close. The chief merits this pro- 
cedure that time saved because only 
few teachers are making carefully 
worked out study each Guide this 
then shared with representatives the 
four, six, eight schools who attend the 
meeting. These representatives gain ideas, 
experiment with techniques, etc., and then 
report their own school faculty. Great 
possibilities for Catholic education could 
develop from this type organization, 
provided educational leaders, training 
schools, and teachers co-operate.

The Catholic Art Association has been 
existence for years and though 
take for granted that most readers know 
something its purposes and activities, 
brief explanation its origin may well 
serve show the significance its efforts 
the field art education. the March 
15, 1937, issue The Art Digest, Peyton 
Boswell, its editor, made statement which 
aroused consternation the minds 
Catholics who read it. was accusa- 
tion that they did not like hear and yet 
many respects was only too true. After 
praising exhibition art work done 
Catholic artists, Mr. Boswell continued 
with the following comment: “The Church 
itself, with decentralized, diocesan rule, 
doing little foster artistic endeavor 
among her fold. Considering her past his- 
tory the arts, she has done worse than 
nothing and, despite sporadic movements, 
bad art continues characterize the Cath- 
olic Church America. Whether church 
interior, holy picture, statuette, 
stained glass window the artistic worth 
art the average church amounts 
frankly to: nil.” 

That was hard saying and out 
developed the Catholic Art Association 
founded group art educators 
the fall that same year. The C.A.A. has 
had hard struggle, but has continued 
hold meetings, prepare and publish ar- 
ticles, encourage good art, and hold 
exhibitions. Though various groups, such 
professional artists, homemakers, stu- 
dents, seminarians, and educators represent 
sectional interests within the Associa- 
tion, the educational section has particu- 
lar responsibilities well advantages. 
Everyone knows that the best chances for 
any reform lie the education given 
the young. Mr. Boswell’s criticism was not 
directed the artists only, because those 
who select, buy, arrange, and continue 
live with things are just responsible 
the maker perhaps more because 
one forced use what does not want. 

Those our classrooms today will 
the ones who make, select, and arrange 
the world tomorrow; hence, the need for 
sound program art education our 
Catholic schools. Nothing has been said 
this paper about art the high school 
and college levels but the general com- 
ment teachers those areas that 
they must begin with the ABC’s art 
education; hence, the root the trouble 
lies further down, and the chief concern 
this paper that try some- 
thing about it.

Conference Framework 


The basic framework for the one-day 
conference provided for general sessions 
and career clinics. General sessions sought 
accomplish twofold objective: 
help students prepare for college posi- 
tions after graduation providing general 
information, inspiration, 
and stress the role high school can 
play preparing students face the 
realities life. The theme for one session 
was “Careers and Vocations” including 
discussion Careers That Change Your 
World and “Catholic Higher Education.”

Another session presented panel army, 
air corp, navy, and marine personnel dis- 
cussing problems the military services. 
These sessions were attended all stu- 
dents and were held during normal school 
hours. 

climactic general session, limited 
sophomores, juniors, seniors, 
parents, highlighted the evening meeting. 
Following prayer and 
Honorable Adlai Stevenson, governor 
Illinois, addressed the conference stressing 
responsibilities leadership falling upon 
our educated youth. 
Bishop O’Connor urged increased recogni- 
tion the role religion our daily 
lives and issued the call for increased 
priestly and religious vocations. Keynoting 
the program, Rev. Thomas Bowdern, 
director Summer Schools Catholic 
Action, epitomized the problems youth 
and avenues solution address 
entitled, Role Youth Today’s 

Following the general evening session, 
career clinics were conducted simul- 
taneously which representatives 
various professional, business, voca- 
tional fields discussed methods preparing 
for these vocations. The clinics specifically 
sought assist students selecting 
fields activity which they were most 
interested, give information specific 
vocations, including job descriptions, re- 
quirements, rewards, and how get 
started the chosen field, and (c) present 
the practical viewpoint employment 
conditions, including local opportunities. 
Parents attended these sessions with their 
sons. 


Conference Development 


The idea for the Career Conference 
originated with faculty member; that 
instructor was named general chairman 
and developed the program with the 
assistance the principal and dean 
studies. These three constituted faculty 
executive committee which discussed and 
planned the program for approximately one 
month before any public announcement 
the faculty, parents, students. 

faculty meeting the principal out- 
lined the proposed activity, formally 
appointed the general chairman, and sug- 
gested means accomplishing the desired 
results. The chairman 
contacted and discussed the project with 
each faculty member, briefing them 
plans already completed and encouraging 
suggestions and ideas. the same time 
was possible ascertain individual 


enthusiasm and gauge distribution 
faculty assignments accordingly. This 
method proved highly satisfactory; 
reduced prolonged discussions concerning 
the feasibility the project and methods 
integrating the program with the cur- 
riculum faculty members unfamiliar 
with the many hours groundwork ac- 
complished prior announcing 
conference. 

Securing the endorsement parents was 
the next move. the Parent Teacher 
Association meeting two 
the scheduled event, the principal an- 
nounced the conference, introduced the 
general chairman, who outlined what the 
school planned achieve through the 
activity, and urged parents support 
the project. Co-operation was emphasized 
and special attention directed the role 
played parents guidance and how 
their encouragement, interest, and support 
would reflect the attitudes their 
The parent-student-teacher guidance 
angle was discussed and related the 
conference. 

The next day each student was pre- 
sented mimeographed bulletin outlining 
the aims, objectives, and scope the 
meeting. Home-room teachers were en- 
couraged devote some time during the 
day elaborate the value such 
activity. Later the week second 
bulletin reached all sophomore, junior, and 
senior classmen explaining how they could 
aid the program considering what 
clinic sessions they would like organized. 

few days brief home-room 
assembly was scheduled for the purpose 
(a) electing student representatives serve 
the Student Planning Committee, and 
determine the vocational interests 
the students. The boys were permitted 
indicate any first and second choice 
that interested them. This data was con- 
solidated the first meeting the 
student planning committee. student 
chairman was appointed over this elected 
committee. This committee 
rangements preparation for the event, 
reflected student opinion the programs, 
and assisted stimulating interest and 
enthusiasm for the project. 

The survey vocational interests deter- 
mined major areas interest; namely, 
accounting, advertising, agriculture, build- 
ing trades, business, coaching 
sports, civil, electrical and 
mechanical engineering, machine and me- 
chanical crafts, police work, medical 
services (dentistry and medicine), radio 
work, and teaching. These served basis 
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for the career clinics. Students who selected 
other vocational fields were afforded 
opportunity register for one the 
organized clinics. The final registration 
occurred week prior the conference. 

Interest the Career Conference in- 
creased the days advanced toward the 
date. Posters, announcements bulletin 
board and the public address, enthusiastic 
teacher endorsement, parental interest, and 
continuous newspaper publicity served 
influence student opinions. gradual un- 
folding data clinic speakers and 
session themes aided sustaining en- 
thusiasm over the six-week period pre- 
ceding the event. Considerable information 
the conference was channeled word 
mouth the students through the 
student planning committee. 

Several weeks prior the program 
personal letter was sent each parent 
explaining the activity, 
participation, noting the choices selected 
their sons, and citing some the 
conference high lights. self-addressed 
postcard was enclosed which parents were 
asked return indicating whether they 
planned attend. This provided lead 
the number anticipate. When 
parents failed return their cards, 
committee mothers telephoned those 
from whom reply had been received 
and that way determined within 
narrow percentage how many expect 
the evening sessions. The letter project 
was handled the advanced typing class 
under the title the contact committee. 

Once the clinic topics were determined, 
the major problem was that selecting 
speakers. Speakers for the 
sions were contacted early, since the 
themes for those meetings had been deter- 
mined when the conference was organized. 
Negotiations with these speakers began 
several months advance the date. 
Speakers from away were contacted direct- 
mail; the introductory letter out- 
lined the program objectives and requested 
indication their interest and avail- 
ability and the terms under which they 
would consider participating. 

Clinic speakers were primarily local 
personnel; special effort was made 
represent all community factions. Every 
clinic was chairmanned 
business representative the field under 
discussion. Speakers were 
ally prominent their respective vocational 
fields. The chairman introduced the voca- 
tion brief five-minute commentary; 
then turned the program over the 
speaker. the time speakers accepted 
the engagement they were provided 
simple outline. The outline requested 
description the work, requirements, 
rewards, and how get started the 
vocation, and recommended that the dis- 
cussion confined twenty minutes. 
question and answer 
period followed the formal address. When 
questions did not materialize, the chair- 
man and speaker exchanged ideas sug-

gested the outline. Speakers were 
selected the basis faculty recom- 
mendations, suggestions civic leaders, 
and personal knowledge the general 
chairman. check was made the 
qualifications each speaker and his 
ability present material interesting 
manner. 

The procedure employed approaching 
clinic speakers was simple. 
call requested their assistance; letter 
confirming the outcome that conversa- 
tion was sent the speaker, accompanied 
outline. friendly social call within 
week ten days, letter, visit, 
telephone call immediately prior the 
event, and note appreciation following 
the event pleased all the speakers. news- 
paper story was prepared and released 
each speaker clinic group during the 
month preceding the conference. 

Just before the event, general house- 
cleaning the school was undertaken 
the students. Various classrooms were 
assigned clinics based student regis- 
trations and returns from parents. 
parking area was reserved for speakers 
and special guests; police were engaged 
control traffic about school. commit- 
tee ushers served direct the movement 
personnel within the school. 

When students and parents arrived 
the conference, they were registered and 
invited visit special exhibits which 
had been arranged throughout the school. 
Speakers previously were requested use 
special driveway. Their cars were met 


and parked committee; keys 
were returned the speakers their 
clinic headquarters. faculty reception 
committee met the speakers upon arrival; 
coats were checked and the library was 
converted into lounge for faculty hosts, 
speakers, and special guests. Seats for the 
forty men involved this category were 
reserved and the group entered the audi- 
torium the appointed hour body. 
Despite adverse weather, more than 700 
people were seated when the Bishop, 
Governor, and school officials mounted the 
platform. 

After the general session, which was 
timed one hour, the assembly was 
dismissed clinic clinic the chairman, 
speaker, and faculty host followed the 
students and their parents. This facilitated 
emptying the auditorium and reduced the 
possibility confusion. Following the 
clinic sessions, all participating personnel 
were served luncheon the Boosters 
Club, group men underwriting many 
school activities. 


Special Projects 


variety special undertakings served 
focus attention the career conference 
and emphasize the vocational 
guidance provided the school. Some 
these activities deserve special comment.

Quantities material 
poured into the exhibit and went home 
with students and their parents. 


Civic Endorsement: Hon. Harry Cielson, 
mayor Springfield, proclaimed March 
Career Conference Day lauded 
Cathedral Boys’ High School for pioneer- 
ing this phase guidance. Special 
messages the students were received 
from: Hon. Edgar Hoover, director, 
Federal Bureau Investigation; Very 
Rev. Lucien Page, C.S.V., superior general, 
Clerics St. Viator; Hon. Francis 
Matthews, Secretary the Navy; Hon.

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Deweyism: The Modern Philosophy Education 


and the Catholic Student Secular University 
Very Rev. Paul Reinert, S.J.* 


FTER the various aspects the effects Dewey- 

ism, selected the most valuable development for this group 
Newman Club Chaplains consideration the problem leading 
the students perceive the relationship between (1) practices cur- 
rently regarded most desirable education, and (2) anti-Christian 
concepts found the basic tenets Deweyism. 

With desire indict the education which colleges provide 
this time, may assume that the rank and file the students 
whether secular Catholic institutions not given the 
practice reflecting upon what they read hear. One result the 
policy neglecting analyze implied majors discussions, 
writings, other expressions opinion. From this situation arises 
tendency regard matters relative isolation: propositions are 
not examined the full light the ultimates which have given them 
birth the outcomes which they will lead. Instead, the student 
judges the validity the suggested way thinking, doing, feeling 
the basis its timeliness. 

very simple solution offers itself our students: “Why not list 
the erroneous concepts series mimeographed sheets? can 
study them. Then when encounter one more them, shall 
recognize and reject them.” Though the students not realize it, 
excellent reason for not relying upon this streamlined method 
found the fact that rarely are the ultimates mentioned such. They 
are encountered indirectly, being masked the practical applications 
based upon them. 

good illustration the type difficulty have mind 
found nondirective counseling, process aiding student 
the solution his problem “structuring the situation” for him, 
while himself solves the problem. Today counselors are found 
every high school. deference the requirements accrediting 
agencies, these counselors have taken some courses the area 
guidance. Most them have come, result such courses, 
accept nondirective counseling the type use. Surely, they argue, 
counselee thinks his problem through and comes sound 
solution, little else can desired. Nevertheless, they knew the 
ultimates held Dr. Carl Rogers, the leading exponent the 
nondirective approach, they would reject them. recent discussion 
with certain faculty members the Catholic University, Rogers 
asserted that the inner core man find convinced that 
God; that fashions his own destiny; that the primary source 
life lies one’s own experience; that the only source valuing 
found man himself; that the counselee the only authority. 
concluded saying that the light these points, was deeply 
concerned about his Catholic graduate students. (Rogers) knows 
the dangers the Catholic, but does the Catholic himself who knows 
the practices nondirective counseling but not the ultimates the 
system, realize these dangers? 

Most Rogers’ followers the sense that they use 
his method superficial way would astounded his frank 
statements they ever encounter them. They probably will not. The 
college student many times prospective the same 
difficulty with regard Dewey’s ultimates. Rarely does encounter 
bold statements Dewey’s position. Instead meets Dewey’s princi- 
ples what Father Leen calls “philosophy solution.” this form, 
the principles are not evident.

This circumstance furnishes good springboard from which 
launch the remainder this discussion. What follows will con- 
cerned more directly with the relation between current educational 
practices and Dewey’s philosophy. The treatment will given 
four parts: (1) Dewey’s concept education; (2) his concept the 
nature knowledge; (3) his concept the nature the educand; 
and (4) his concepts specific aspects learning and teaching. 

Naturally this classification does not exhaust the possibilities 
the situation. Neither does exhaust the possibility finding other 
problems the four areas selected. Nevertheless, hoped that 
this swift overview will serve basis for organizing the concepts 
and understandings with which you your capabilities chaplains 
should familiar order help Catholic students clarify their 
own thinking with regard questions involving Dewey’s influence. 


Dewey’s Concept Education 


start considering Dewey’s definition education, can 
gain some understanding what thinks is, how may 
attained, and consequently how expects administered. 
says, “is that reconstruction reorganization 
experiences which adds the meaning experience and which in- 
creases the ability direct the course subsequent 
Extensive reading this same point reveals that Dewey reiterates 
this statement from time time. him, then, education 
process the continuous reconstruction experience with the pur- 
widening and deepening its social content while the same 
time the individual gains control the methods involved. few 
examples will serve show how student can led astray 
this area: 

The student properly infers from the definition given above 
that educate implies providing the learner with experience. this 
light even his own limited background, the student realizes that 
think interpret terms one’s own experience. there- 
fore sees nothing wrong with the situation. Here have clear 
illustration the fact that the practical application appears 
correct. Interpreted, however, terms Dewey’s definition, the 
recommendation for experience the whole educative process as- 
sumes somewhat different significance. That experience necessary, 
grant. But defining education experience the exclusion 
the all-round development the individual terms his preparation 
for life not only this world but also the next entirely 
different 

Again student may state that, encounters Dewey text- 
books and supplementary readings, can detect antireligious 
statement. Were capable reading between the lines would 
come different conclusion. For instance, one Dewey’s basic 
propositions that nothing exists but the natural. discards the 
supernatural. contrast Catholic educational philosophy under 
which life, thought, and education have God their basis, Dewey 
has nature. contrast again the Catholic concept education 
with moral foundation flowing from the truths philosophy and 
divine revelation, Dewey has nothing but the individual’s experience. 

Again, the recommendation that the pupil the grade 
the high school must experiment and discover things for himself 
sounds innocent and even accord with right reason until, again, the

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underlying thought discovered. Dewey holds there nothing super- 


therefore there possibility revelation and, accord- 


ingly, all that man can know what can discover for -himself. 
Too, there the natural only, then there supreme ruler 
the universe; there are universal laws which bind everyone 
everywhere. 

recommendation for continuous reconstruction expressed 
Dewey’s concepts and definitions becomes pernicious the light 
the points just mentioned. The Catholic teacher who has dedi- 
cated his life the perpetuation Christian ethics rejects the notion 
that everything changes continuously; that nothing constantly true. 
Yet, Dewey’s approach education based upon these fundamental 
points. Consequently, intelligent use his recommendations con- 
cerning educational practices can made only those who realize 
what these procedures and methods would lead pursued 
their ultimates. 

Even when Dewey uses the term term good 
repute with Christian educators, does not have the Christian inter- 
pretation this objective mind. Rather, self-education 
means not only that the child learns skills actually practicing 
them, would agree, but that learns truth experimenting 
with problematic situations any religious, social, political, 
etc.—and drawing his own conclusions. 

One additional point connection with Dewey’s concept edu- 
cation deserves our attention. the reference gaining control 
the methods involved. Again, Christian teacher would have any- 
thing but approval for the notion that the child should profit from 
his learning situations the extent that able apply what 
has learned under one circumstance new situation. The 
objection Dewey’s recommendation, therefore, lies not his refer- 
ence transfer. Rather the objection lies the fact that regards 
scientific method experimentation the method learning. 
little later shall take the opportunity say more about this 
very important point.) 


The Nature Knowledge 


his concepts truth, values, and their norms that Dewey’s 
errors should most readily recognized the Catholic college stu- 
dent. Dewey’s discussion reality encounter vigorous state- 
ments his position with regard the nature knowledge. There 
is, thinks, reality beyond that which knowable experience. 
taking this stand denies the Christian position that there 
objective truth; that possible know objective truth; that 
truth has been made known. Likewise, rejects the idea that truth 
immutable. Once these facts are called his attention, the alert 
Catholic student can led recognize Dewey’s incomplete state- 
ments which, pointing out that some truths can learned through 
direct experience, deny implication that other truths can known 
only because revelation and properly constituted teaching authority. 

Continuing his discussion knowledge, Dewey asserts that knowl- 
edge the fruit experience; thinking the method; ideas are 
the tools. Properly qualified, this statement acceptable. However, 
conjunction with the earlier statement that experience the only 


source knowledge, best incomplete. though had not 


succeeded making clear his refusal recognize the possibility 
revelation, Dewey states plainly that the only valid approach 
truth through the methods used physical sciences. Thus does 
make evident his adherence materialism. 

The major points the Catholic position values are that there 
hierarchy values life; that first things come first; that 
supernatural values are more important than natural; that spiritual 
are more important than bodily; that eternal values are more im- 
portant than temporal. Furthermore, the Catholic knows that there 
are deferred well immediate values. For Dewey there are only 
relative values; there are hypotheses, not absolutes. Every truth 
tested see whether suited some immediate need; for 
there are immediate values only. 

stated earlier, the student does not find bald declarations the 
type just given texts the authors which accept philos- 
ophy. But careful reading of, and reflection on, the recommendations 
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made texts teaching will reveal whether not the author 
inclined toward Christian toward antireligious views value. 

Dewey’s certainty that truth relative also appears his concept 
the norm for morality. Good and evil originate, dogmatically 
asserts, society and are named social and antisocial. Morality 
general and ethics particular are products Anyone im- 
bued with this point view readily inclines toward the notion that 
truth matter time and place. The insistence upon the ex- 
perimental approach the discovery truth physical 
science, has its merit beyond all question. The Catholic teacher, 
completely familiar with the fact that there can conflict between 
real religion and real science because both are true, trains students 
the scientific approach scientific problems thoroughly enough 
satisfy even Dewey. But the same Catholic teacher also knows that 
the endeavor establish the morality act gathering large 
number opinions the matter instead recognizing the fact that 
there definite norm for determining the good act from the bad 
act constitutes error. 

the careful reader insists upon norm for morality, Dewey has 
one for him: probability. know, the Catholic position this 
matter that man’s rational nature taken its entirety constitutes 
norm morality. 


The Nature the Educand 


his highly compressed description the Catholic philosophy 
education, McGucken tells that every theory education hinges 
upon the precise nature the educand. act upon this suggestion 
and discover Dewey’s concept the nature the learner, can 
gain greater insight into his philosophy education. 

You will recall that one the basic propositions Deweyism 
that only the natural exists. expansion this concept shows plainly 
that: (1) there nothing supernatural, then the child has soul; 
(2) the absence the supernatural, the child can have super- 
natural purpose; (3) without having God rely on, the child can 
have dependence upon Him. Putting these points together, in- 
ference have Dewey’s picture the educand: organism with 
supernatural soul, supernatural purpose, and responsibility 
God. 

According Catholic philosophy, the soul the principle within 
the individual means which his body animated and 


capable thinking, feeling, and doing. The mind the soul its 


feeling, thinking, and willing aspects. Reasoning the purely natural 
basis, Dewey sees organic the powers the soul 
the basis for memory and foresight well for affection, purpose, 
and meaning.* 

The materialistic aspect Dewey’s concept the educand 
further attested his definition the goal the child achieve 
virtue having been educated: made fit for 
changing 


Concepts Learning and Teaching 


Dewey’s pragmatism penetrates the American philosophy educa- 
tion and methods teaching. Pragmatism has been described 
different ways various philosophers. Some think that not 
much philosophy method doing without philosophy. More 
generally accepted the point view that pragmatism implies the 
ruling philosophy science. 

Pragmatism not old philosophy. Proposed Peirce, when 
recommended that the test consequences the final test 
truth, subsequently this test has been stated succinctly as: thing 
good works.

Not only the pupil experimentalist, the teacher 
engage the same sort activities. Methods are tried, evalu- 
ated, and accepted discarded. Subject matter treated 
the same way. Curriculum construction continuous process. 
These measures are necessary progress made. But, 
famous English statesman pointed out, the capacity improve must 
accompanied the disposition preserve. For those who admit 
immutable truths, the problem knowing what preserve 
one not readily solved. 

Freedom— According Dewey, freedom does not come from 
observing the law. Rather lies enlarging the scope activity 
through more diversified, flexible, and meaningful choices. Such choices 
not involve merely the selection one article over another 
one simple activity place another. They mean something much 

nore important. The child must permitted choose his own truth 

his own free experience. With regard the position the teacher, 
the implication this point view that the child learns not 
all the authority the teacher but only the basis what 
has discovered the truth through experimentation. 

contrast with this view freedom the Catholic doctrine 
this point. Granting that the child has freedom, and ought have it, 
the Catholic philosopher maintains that this freedom not the 
spontaneity the animal. the contrary, being, Maritain has 
well expressed it, “the spontaneity human and rational nature,” 
freedom controlled the conformity the individual 
known truth. 

Another insight into Dewey’s concept freedom gained pon- 
dering his pronouncement that person really free only when free 
from restraint physically and when guided mentally the attitudes 
his social group. Such freedom combination animal freedom, 
restrained only the changing attitudes the group which the 
individual lives. Incidentally, according this philosophy, granted that 
individual has conscience, society has made for

The implications this 
recommendation that youth shall derive its own truth are among the 
most pernicious which flow from the antireligious tenets Dewey’s 
basic philosophy. Small wonder that having built within 
himself false confidence his own experience, the youth decides 
that capable accepting discarding moral precepts. one 
writer cleverly forecasts the result, the child’s constant question “Will 
work?” readily tends become “Can get away with it?” 

The Catholic educator advocate physical force the only 
the major means securing proper development human 
potentialities. does, however, insist that direct instruction re- 
quired since the immature mind cannot possibly know advance, and 
even the mature mind cannot discover itself, the fund truth 
which individual requires order guide his conduct successfully. 
Maritain summarizes the consideration this relationship discipline 
and respect for human personality pointing out that the child has 
right educated. This right, explains, requires that the educa- 
tor shall have moral authority over him; and this authority nothing 
more than the duty the adult the freedom youth. 

Learning and Teaching Since Dewey sees the experimental 
approach the method learning, conceives both teacher and 
pupil experimentalists. the one hand, have repeated from 
time time, the child engage making discoveries the field 
material relations. likewise experiment social and ethical 
relations. His conclusions become the working hypotheses for further 
investigations. case there inviolable truth his fund 
knowledge. constantly testing and retesting. good pragmatist, 
accepts relation under one circumstance and rejects under 
another. Or, accepts himself because works for him but does 
not expect another accept has not found true. 

The teacher meanwhile busily engaged experimenting with con- 
tent and method. Fundamentally there nothing wrong with change 
provided based upon truth and that represents advance 
our way dealing with relationships. For this reason, improvements 
methods educating, as, for instance, procedures study and 
learning, are recommended. So, too, are improvements 
methods organizing the curriculum, provided such organization 
proceeds under the direction recognized truths. Dewey, however, 
would have build curriculum under the direction the social 
studies because sees society the controlling influence. 

There is, then, wide difference between the teachers and the 
pupils who investigate relationships while acknowledging objective 
truth, and those teachers and pupils who experiment but use their 
own limited experiences the sole criterion truth. 

Thus that following through thought Dewey’s basic principles 
and their implications, arrive the sorry conclusion that direct 
instruction not given; that the function the teacher 
control the physical environment that the pupil may learn select 
what wants learn. 


The extent Dewey’s influence current education pronounced. 
Since teachers and students who follow the implications his views 
rarely consider the ultimates upon which these views are based, they 
not perceive what given procedure will lead fully developed. 

Dewey’s concept education omits any reference the super- 
natural; implies the continuous reconstruction natural experience. 
Failing recognize God, Dewey has universal laws, immutable 
truths. For him the methods science are the only way grasping 
truth; there Revelation; immediate values are all one can per- 
ceive; there unchanging norm for classifying conduct desirable 
undesirable. 

Dewey’s learner has soul, supernatural purpose, and de- 
pendence upon God. Hence, these anti-Christian concepts color Dewey’s 
ideas authority, freedom, discipline, and learning. 

Our conclusion can only that Catholic students, especially future 
teachers, should trained realize that Dewey’s teaching applica-

“The Norfolk Board Regents,” says 
Associated Press dispatch, “proposed 
Friday that public schools open the day 
with prayer well pledge allegiance 
the flag.” This highest administrative 
authority the field education the 
state New York not only made the 
recommendation, but knew that, unless 
particular prayer were formulated, the rec- 
ommendation would have remained the 
area mere good intentions. The sug- 
gested prayer the Regents follows: 

“Almighty God, acknowledge our 
dependence upon Thee, and beg Thy 
blessing upon us, our parents, our teachers, 
and our country.” 

Such prayer expresses simply and 
universally the central fact man 
creature. 

The importance the recommendation 
that proposals such this would nor- 
mally come before the Regents for decision 
there were protest; and the 
thinkers America” have already voiced 
their protest the newspaper. The state- 
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ment accompanying the recommendation 
therefore very significant. The Regents’ 
statement says that the recommendation 
does not mandate schools open with 
prayer, but local boards decide 
so, they have the Regents’ approval 
advance. 

Thus the Regents have done significant 
thing stressing “the moral and spiritual 
heritage which America’s” sig- 
nificant, direct, and, all probability, 
more effective than elaborate reports 
“moral and spiritual” values which evade 
the basic spiritual value man’s depend-

Encourage Reading and Expression 


Simple Suggestions for the 
Teacher English 


Sister Christine, 


The end school year semester 
good time for teachers, especially English 
teachers, make resolutions for the next 
term, for that time they ordinarily have 
before them the last and supposed-to-be- 
best assignment and the final test evidence 
damaging enough convict them total 
unconcern and criminal neglect. 

know that the majority English 
teachers are not unconcerned with, nor 
they consciously neglect, their work, but some- 
times they become involved the bigness 
their job, overwhelmed the scope 
their subject matter, and discouraged 
the inability their pupils assimilate all 
the subject matter they think worthy as- 
similation, that they overlook some the 
simple ways achieving their aims. This 
article does not pretend solution-of- 
the-problem article. merely attempt 
give few elementary suggestions toward 
eliminating end-of-the-year evidence. 


One Plan 


The first suggestion try get pupils 
read. Every teacher who has had any 
experience all the correction themes 
can sense the difference the tone writing 
produced the book lover from that ground 
out his non-book-loving companion. the 
one there flow; the other, jerk. The 
problem here, then, get the non book 
lovers interested books. How it? 
Well, here one way. 

the beginning the school year cer- 
tain teacher decided that her aim for the 
year was get her pupils interested read- 
ing. She consulted current book reviews and 
went over her own reading list, current and 
ancient, for books appropriate the age 
level her group and purchased about ten. 
She then proposed her plan the class: 
two cents day rental for each book, all the 
proceeds taken used for the purchase 
new books. The result was that the 
end the year that class had library its 
own more than books, had surplus 
its treasury about $40, and, best all, its 
members had the satisfaction having read 
and enjoyed much worth-while material. One 
girl whose hobbies had never included reading 
surprised herself and astounded her parents 
reading books during the school 
not great feat for bookworm, but for her 
was major achievement.

kept the reading moving steadily forward. 
“You don’t leave book lying around unread 
for many days when it’s costing you money 
leave lying there; and what’s more you ap- 
preciate what you have pay for.” 

The problem the child who not able 
pay the two cents would doubtless present 
itself some districts. situation that 
kind the teacher might work out plan 
whereby, after certain number weeks, 
some books could removed from the rental 
list and given out free charge that 
one need deprived account poverty;

Getting the Thought 


The next step the program see that 
these so-called readers really read. Reading, 
every teacher knows, getting thought. 
Every pupil not aware that fact. One 
way convince him that has not really 
read ask him give back you the 
main thought the selection single 
sentence. amazing the startling number 
ideas people can get from one paragraph. 
Earl Daniels brings out this idea his book, 
The Art Reading Poetry, when lists the 
interpretations Robert Frost’s Stopping 
Woods Snowy Evening, given seven 
college freshmen. These interpretations range 
all the way from suicide the part the 
speaker the poem the challenge col- 
lege life and response the part 
the reader, while Mr. Daniels contends that 
the poet simply saying that would like 
stop enjoy the beauty the woods 
snowy evening but cannot because has 
Every teacher English can corroborate Mr. 
Daniels’ statements with examples his own. 

The ideal material use with beginners 
this thought-getting process not too easy 
find. Needless say, paragraphs intro- 
duction, transition, summary, mere narra- 
tion are not what want. should like 
find paragraphs with the one controlling 
idea stated rather near the opening sentence, 
not the opening sentence itself. 
should like hear echoes that idea 
throughout the paragraph and have clinched 
the end. 


interesting note that Robert Frost, when 
young, agreed with Mr. Daniels’ interpretation, but, 
when older, was not averse having deeper meaning 
read into the poem. 


The Gentle Giantess, Charles Lamb, al- 
though much longer than the average para- 
graph and much too long for student imitation, 
good example this development and 
clinching the main idea. you probably 
remember the opening sentence reads, 
widow Blacket Oxford the largest female 
have ever had the pleasure beholding.” 
That key word echoed throughout 
such expressions as: Atlantean shoulders, 
huge dorsal expanse, mountainous declivity, her 
mighty bone, her pinguitude, the spacious 
apartment her outward frame, her more 
than man’s frame, mention only few. 
Then Lamb clinches his idea with “Oxford, who 
its deadest time vacation, can never 
properly said empty, having thee 
fill it.” 

The first and second paragraph Hazlitt’s 
Going Journey, although trifle short for 
adequate development the idea far 
our purpose concerned, offers examples 
what mean. Quincey also has some suit- 
able material, but both and Hazlitt fre- 
quently ramble and sometimes pack many 
ideas into that vehicle which, strictly speaking, 
from the English teacher’s point view, 
should have but one. From selections such 
these others considered more suitable, the 
students should not have too much trouble 
giving back the correct thought. 

Sometimes single sentences containing 
indirect image can used with beneficial 
results. The pupil’s interpretations sen- 
tences like the following frequently are star- 
tling revelations what goes his mind 
when confronted with indirect ex- 
pression thought.

The real work, however, comes when the 
pupil attempts give back writing just 
what the author has said. the beginning 
the expression that thought order 
impress his mind what single sentence 
is. Frequently year not only enough 
convince him that sentence must have 
verb its main clause that cannot 
separated from another sentence comma 
when the conjunction omitted. These two 
offenses, although branded unpardonable, will 
continue committed with unvarying 
regularity every English teacher knows 
her sorrow and her shame.

These errors and others too numerous 
mention will furnish material enough keep 
ordinary class working far beyond its 
scheduled periods. 
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The constant, everyday reading thought- 
provoking sentence, paragraph, poem; the 
conscious attention what the author 
saying; and the attempt express 
that thought one sentence, clearly, correctly, 
concisely, and perhaps even beautifully one 
way trying make pupils learn read 
and write. The procedure may sound dull and 
monotonous, but stimulating material will eli- 
minate and the satisfaction 
least some achievement will more than com- 
pensate the monotony. 


MISTAKES SPELLING 


Spelling has been subject importance 
for many years. great build- 
er.” But are just learning how teach 
the subject. have learned, for one thing, 
that there are numerous words that should 
not listed the spelling books. The aver- 
age man, even business, uses vocabulary 
about 4000 words. The correct spelling 
these words should taught first, not hur- 
riedly but thoroughly and efficiently. 


Avoid Guessing 

educators that lesson assignment the teacher 
should dictate the words, having the pupil 
write only those that can spell correctly. 
Five new words day, and that sufficient 
number for the average pupil, will total four 
thousand five years. 

This does not mean that difficult words al- 
ready given should not repeated frequently 
part the new lesson. Through repeti- 
tion there may many fifteen twenty 
review words, not occasionally but daily. 

collecting the words lists dictated 
lesson assignment, the teacher knows which 
words should receive attention. also knows 
which words were difficult for each pupil, since 
the pupil omits the dictation any words 
that cannot spell 

These omissions are important, not only for 
the information given the teacher, but they 
are equally important the pupil making 
the omissions. the pupil misspells word 
the dictation assignment easier for him 
misspell the lesson period. 

The good speller the one who certain 
the word’s spelling before begins 
spell the word. Guess work spelling tends 
produce poor spellers. Perhaps was this 
pupil, when asked define synonym, who 
wrote, synonym the word you use when 
you cannot spell the word you intended 

Correct Pronunciation 


There are several other causes for poor 
spelling. Among them note the following: 

Incorrect spelling often results from in- 
correct pronunciation. The teacher should use 
due care dictating the words and insist 
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upon the same care from the pupil. One pro- 
nunciation word from the teacher the 
pupil should suffice. 

Oftentimes words are misspelled because 
there failure enunciation. When word 
pronounced there needs fullness and 
distinctness articulation. Here are six 
words that are often mispronounced because 
poor enunciation, occasionally teacher. 
Perhaps you will add these your list for 
special drill and practice: 

Geography, immediately, government, edu- 
cation, physiology, literature. 


Know the Meaning 


Often there failure when the pupil does 
not know the meaning the word. may 
well have the meaning precede the spell- 
ing the word, least accompany the 
spelling. 

Phonic irregularities are responsible for 
many misspelled words. Let meet the 
phonic conditions the best possible manner. 
They need mastered, and mastering 
them there mind development. 

Poor spelling quite frequently the result 
carelessness and accident. Carelessness 
should not tolerated spelling any 
other school activity. Accident spelling 
somewhat related carelessness.

Write the Words 

Spelling taught best writing. Sight 
the great sense learning. Tracing the letters 
highly important. when the child writes 
that needs spell, and spell correctly. 

Studying the word carefully and getting 
good picture will prove helpful. You can 
see your garden your home though you are 
miles away, and words too. The careful study 
words, you would study picture, helps 
produce the “photographic mind.” high 
school pupils made marked improvement 
this method. 


Divide Into Syllables 


the spelling lesson that the syllabify- 
ing words should taught. Teach the 
pupils know that words may broken 
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divided the end line, only syllables. 
the first syllable composed only one 
letter against, agendum, economic, identical, 
obedient, ubiquity not permissible 
make the division there. 

Many times the entire lesson should writ- 
ten syllabified form. This will bring pleasure 
and profit the pupil. 

Often the words spelled are best under- 
stood placing them sentences, worthy, 
dependable sentences. Cheap sentences cheapen 
the recitation. not permit them. 


Diacritical Marking 


part the course spelling teach the 
diacritical marks according Webster’s In- 
ternational. Pupils should know how pro- 
nounce any word thus marked, and how 
mark the words they syllabify. 

Introduce the markings for hard and soft 
and have silent letters marked silent and 
the accent, primary and secondary, properly 
given. 

Words should beautifully written and 
markings neatly placed. Have the silent let- 
ters made light lines slightly off perpen- 
dicular and even length. Neatness and 
accuracy are schoolroom essentials. 

Spelling, taught why 
not? may easily become intensely interest- 
ing and highly profitable. Let not forget 
that boys and girls enjoy and appreciate com- 
plete teaching. With that mind, not 
neglect spelling with all its possibilities. 
school.

PROJECT THE MASS 


Sister Bede, R.S.M.* 


This project was the result few 
minutes spent each day acquainting the 
fourth-grade pupils Holy Name School 
with the externals the Holy Sacrifice and 
meanings the actions and words the 
Mass. 

first the children were motivated 
giving them thought-provoking question, 
center their attention the Mass the 
following day, such as: 

Where does the priest begin the Mass? 

How many times does the priest face 
and say, “Dominus 

How many times does kiss the altar? 

Does elevate the chalice the host 
first?, etc. 

the occasion presented itself, the ex- 
ternals the Mass were discussed and 
sometimes little history their origin 
given. 

Soon Mass book, The Greatest Prayer 
The Mass was purchased for each child and 
used each day Mass. One the pupils lent 
her printing set stamp the words: kneel, 
stand, and sit the respective places help 
the children follow the Mass more accurately 
first. Each day used the book study 
the meaning and origin part the Mass. 

Next, our assistant priest gave the children 
excellent demonstration and explanation 
the preparation the chalice and vesting. 

this time the children became interested 
constructing the external appertenances 
used program which had been 
scheduled present for the P.T.A. May. 
The result was chalice and paten, altar, 
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altar cards, missal stand, vestments, altar 
linens, etc. The children made many these 
themselves. With others they were aided 
their parents. 

Each boy was given chance take the 
part the priest the altar boy each 
the children first read and later spoke his 
part the script. The two best each were 
chosen act priest and server for the 
program and for the school assembly 
program, respectively. 

child explained one the externals 
the sanctuary pointed out. the 
preparation the chalice was explained each 
article was shown the audience and then 
placed its proper place. The “priest” 
vested the vestments were explained. 

During the explanation the Mass 
prayers the priest and server enacted 
many the explained parts possible. 
This increased attention the ceremonies 
the Mass considerably, since the children 
wanted “their priest and altar boy” 
accurate every detail the service. 

During the practice periods those not par- 
ticipating made out set questions and 
also brief answers. committee later col- 
lected these and compiled set some 
seventy different questions. These were used 
for quiz program following the demonstra- 
tion.

The 
origin the relics the altar traced back 
the days persecution when the Christians 
heard Mass the catacombs which were full 
the graves the early martyrs. The 
stone coffins the martyrs were used 
altars, upon which the priest often said 
Mass. 

the center, the back the altar, 
the tabernacle which the Blessed 
Sacrament kept. should lined either 
gilt with silk cloth. 

The altar covered with three linen altar 
cloths. The two under cloths need only cover 
the top the altar. The third must hang 
down the sides reaching the floor. 

The principal furnishing the altar 
the crucifix which placed the center 
over the tabernacle. 

each side the crucifix least one 
candle made from beeswax. Beeswax used 
because, made bees from the honey 
flowers, symbolizes the most pure flesh

The 
wick signifies the soul Christ and the flame 
light reminds that divine. 

The altar cards, placed the altar for 
Mass, contain prayers which the priest says 
during Mass. All the prayers are the 
missal, the large book from which the priest 
reads the prayers. 

Flowers, statues, pictures, and relics may 
placed the altar, but not the 
tabernacle. 

Near the altar the credence table 
which the articles used the offering the 
Mass are placed: the water, the wine, the 
lavabo dish, the lavabo towel, and the com- 
munion paten. 


Preparing for Mass 


When the priest comes the church 
offer the Holy Sacrifice the Mass, 
wearing long-skirted, close-fitting, black gar- 
ment called cassock. 

the sacristy the priest first prepares the 
chalice which the wine and water are 
placed and consecrated into the Precious 
Blood Christ. The chalice must made 
precious metal and the inside the cup 
must lined with gold. consecrated 
with chrism the bishop someone ap- 
pointed him. 

Across the chalice the priest places the 
purificator, linen cloth used wipe the 
chalice toward the end Mass. next 
takes host, large piece unleavened 
bread, and places the paten. The paten 
small golden plate which sets 
the chalice over the purificator. covers 
these with the pall, stiffened piece linen 
cloth, used during the Mass cover the 
chalice that nothing can fall into it. 
then covers all with the chalice veil, 
square piece cloth which matches the vest- 
ments the top these places 
the burse, folded container which the 
corporal. The corporal square piece 
linen that placed under the chalice and 
the host during the Mass. 

The first vestment put the priest 
the amice. This rectangular piece 
linen with long strings and ornamented with 
cross the center. thought that 
was originally cover the head hood) 
and later scarf. The priest touches his head 
with the amice, then puts around his neck, 
crosses his breast and ties the strings 
keep position. 

The priest puts ankle-length white 
linen vestment with sleeves. The word alb 
from adjective meaning white and 
symbol purity. The alb held place 
the long cord, usually made 

The band placed over the left arm, the 
maniple, ornamental vestment, which 
formerly served the purpose 
chief. the same color the remaining 
good works. 

The priest now places around his neck 
and crosses his breast long narrow 
strip cloth ornamented like the maniple 
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and called the stole. symbol au- 
thority and the yoke obedience. 

The most important Mass vestment the 
chasuble. large, full vestment, made 
rich cloth and worn over the shoulders 
the priest, hanging down front and back. 
The bishop tells those who are being or- 
dained that means charity, charity 
cover over everything. signifies pro- 
tection against evil. 

The colors the vestments depend upon 
the character the Mass: 

White signifies purity soul 
ness and worn feasts our Lord, our 
Blessed Lady, and saints who were not mar- 
tyrs, and the Easter season. 

Red signifies the shedding blood and 
also the fire love. worn feasts 
the Holy Ghost, the Passion Christ, and 
Martyrs. 

Green signifies hope and worn Sun- 
days except those Lent, Advent, and the 
Easter Season. 

Penance the violet color. 
used Lent, Advent, and days 
penance. 

Black signifies mourning. used 
Masses the dead. 

Rose-colored vestments can used 
the third Sunday Advent and the 
fourth Sunday Lent. 


Explanation and Dramatization 
Introduction 


These are only externals. benefit spir- 
itually must take active part this 
Holy Sacrifice. shall now try explain 
the meaning and origin some the Mass 
prayers our priest and altar boy enact 
their respective parts. They will only play 
the parts that are explained not think 
that they are making mistakes they omit 
certain parts. 

The Mass divided into three main parts 
—the Mass the Catechumens, the Sacri- 
fice, and the Communion. the early days 
Christianity, the unbaptized persons 
those who were receiving instruction the 
faith were allowed remain only for the 
Mass the Catechumens, the part which 
the priest and the congregation prepare them- 
selves for the offering the Holy Sacrifice. 

After placing the chalice the altar and 
arranging the missal, the priest comes down 
the foot the altar, genuflects, and blesses 
himself. sign ourselves with the Sign 
the Cross with the priest direct our at- 
tention from the very beginning the central 
thought the Mass, the Sacrifice Christ, 
and remind that are help 
offer our Lord’s sacrifice the cross. The 
priest says with the altar boy, who answers 
for all us, prayer longing which 
expresses his desire worship God. The 
only thing that can keep from offering, 
with true love, our gift God, sin. 
the priest bowing low confesses 
reciting the Confiteor. very neces- 
sary that time for Mass confess 
our sins with the altar boy before taking part 
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such Holy Sacrifice. 

the priest reaches the altar kisses 
the altar stone because symbol 
Christ and because contains the relics 
the saints, the friends God who worshiped 
Him faithfully. 


Going the missal, the priest again makes 
the Sign the Cross and reads the first 
changeable part the Mass, the Introit 
This name comes from Latin 
word meaning “to in” “to begin.” 
the early days the Church this prayer 
was sung the priest and ministers came 
the altar. 

Coming the middle the altar the 
priest says the Kyrie Eleison, Greek words 
meaning “Lord, have mercy.” This ap- 
peal the Three Persons the Blessed 
Trinity for mercy. 

The celebrant now says the Gloria, “Glory 
God high.” The first words this 
beautiful hymn praise were sung the 
angels the first Christmas night. Following 
this introduction there the special prayer 
each the persons the Blessed Trinity: 
God, the Father Almighty; Jesus Christ. 
the only-begotten Son; and the Holy 
Ghost. say this prayer praise and 
thank God and prepare for Him who will 
soon come our altar the Mass. 
can ask Him bring that peace Catholic 
joy our hearts, the peace angels 
that may happy His service, happy 
know, love, and serve Him with all our 
heart every Gloria Excelsis and 
every Mass. 

The priest then kisses the altar and turns 
saying, “Dominus vobiscum.” should 
answer with the altar boy, “Et cum spiritu 
tuo.” What should when the priest 
gives this blessing during the Mass? 
should look and pay attention because 
the Dominus Vobiscum said eight times 
during the Mass show that something 
important coming. should answer 
our heart “and with you, too, and with all 
us.” 

The priest turns back the altar, then 
goes the Epistle side (that the right 
side the altar look it), bows 
the crucifix the middle the altar, 
and with his outstretched hands, says aloud. 
“Oremus,” which means, “Let pray.” No- 
tice that says “Let pray.” does 
not say, “Let pray.” The Collect which 
general prayer for all changes with 
the feast Sunday. contains, ordinarily. 
address God, request, and reason 
that would move God grant our petition. 

this part the Mass have been 
doing the talking. were sorry for our sins 
recited the asked for 
God’s mercy the Kyrie. praised God 
the Gloria Excelsis. asked God 
with the Dominus Vobiscum, that 
our prayer, offered through the priest, might 
heard. asked for what wanted 
the Collect. 

far, have asked God for what 
want. Now God speaks the reading 
and learning portion the Mass, that 
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the second half the Mass the 
Catechumens. 

The priest puts his hands the missal and 
immediately begins the Epistle which taken 
from one the letters the Apostles. 
few are taken from the older part the 
Bible, the Old Testament. the Epistle, God 
tells what wants from us. 

After the Epistle the priest says verse 
from the Bible, usually from the Old Testa- 
ment, called the Gradual. Gradual comes from 
the Latin word gradus, meaning step. 
olden days long psalm was sung here and 
the one who sang stood raised step 
platform. Now only short verse said 
praise God the feast which 
being celebrated. 

The priest, after saying short prayer 
asking God make him worthy announce 
His word, the middle the altar, goes 
the opposite side where the book has been 
placed. signs the missal and himself with 
the Sign the Cross. the same. 
sign our forehead with the sacred sign 
show that want God first our mind, 
that want know Him; our lips 
that may speak the word God, the 
good news salvation, that may praise 
God; and our heart show that wish 
love Him with all our heart. stand 
the Gospel out respect for the words 
Christ. 

The priest then begins the Credo. 
might say that the Credo could called 
say joyfully all that have just heard 
from the mouth God. 

The Sacrifice and the 
other two major parts the were 
considered sacred that only the faithful, 
that is, baptized members the Church, were 
allowed present the early centuries 
the Church. Therefore, the remainder 
the Mass called the Mass the Faithful. 

The Sacrifice divided into two parts 
the Offertory and the Consecration. 

After the priest reads the Offertory anti- 
phon, takes the white, spotless host and 
offers God that may all saved. 
Then goes the side the altar and 
puts some wine into the chalice. also 
adds few drops water while speaks 
beautiful prayer. 

The wine stands for our Lord and the water 
represents us. this way become one with 
Christ. The priest takes the chalice the 
middle the altar and offers God. 
does not say, offer this chalice,” but 
says, offer unto Thee, Lord, the chalice 
salvation,” because are joined together 
with the priest asking for more and more 
grace. 

What have offer our Lord? 
haven’t much that good enough for Him, 
but can give Him what 
ourselves. little drops water the 
chalice, let offer ourselves with Jesus 
God every Mass. 

Following the washing his hands which 
the priest does respect for the body 
Jesus which about touch and after 
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reciting the prayer the Most Holy Trinity 
the center the altar, turns toward 
the people for the last time before Com- 
munion and says, “Brethren, pray that 
sacrifice and yours may acceptable 
God the Father Almighty.” 

The Offertory concluded reading the 
Secret Prayers. the early days the 
Church the offerings bread and wine 
brought the people the Offertory were 
great, that the priest would select few 
for the purpose the sacrifice and recite 
over them prayer this part the Mass. 

The second part the Sacrifice, the Con- 
secration, begun the priest greets the 
people the Preface. The Preface 
formal introduction the Canon. are 
reminded first all lift our hearts 
and minds God. solemn hymn 
thanksgiving ending with the glad cry 
praise the majesty God—the Sanctus. 

begin the Canon the priest kisses the 
altar; then blesses the chalice and host 
three times showing that Jesus’ sacrifice 
the cross obtained for the blessing the 
three Divine Persons. prays for the Church 
earth, for the Pope, and our bishop, and 
for all members the Church. This the 
time for pray for all whom wish 
receive the graces the Mass. 

The ringing the bell reminder that 
are nearing the most solemn part 
the Mass. The priest says very short 
prayer begging God accept the sacrifice, 
and then recalling how Christ, the night 
the Last Supper, changed the bread 


and wine into His own Body and Blood, 
says the words consecration, which 
are the same those spoken Christ 


vesting for “Mass.” 


This Blood.” these words the 
greatest all miracles takes place, and 
instead the bread and wine, the real 
Body and Blood Christ are present 
the altar. The priest then genuflects 
reverence for the greatness the mystery, 
stands and elevates the consecrated Bread 
that the people may see it. should 
look and say with faith, hope, and 
love, “My Lord and God.” partial 
indulgence may gained saying this 
aspiration and plenary indulgence once 
week have received Communion, re- 
ceived the sacrament penance, and pray 
for the Holy Father. 

After the Consecration the priest offers 
God the sacrificed Victim, calling mind 
that the same Victim who sacrificed 
Himself Calvary, now risen and glorious 
heaven. says the last prayer 
lifts the Host and chalice heavenward. The 
drops water representing are the 
chalice. Let offer ourselves with Jesus, 
together with all the joys and sorrows 
the day the glory ‘of the Holy Trinity. 

The Communion, the third and last major 
part the Mass, begun the priest 
recites the Our Father, the prayer that our 
Lord taught the Apostles, which sacra- 
mental. the perfect prayer, because 
praises God. ask for the things 
need our journey through life God’s 
kingdom heaven. 

The Agnus Dei great prayer for mercy. 
John the Baptist first called Christ the Lamb 
God when pointed Him out the 
people. followed three beautiful 
prayers preparation for Holy Communion. 
them the priest asks that may cleave 
the commandments and that may never 
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separated from God, and asks that his 
soul healed, protected, and nourished. 

his Communion the priest receives the 
Body and Blood Christ under the ap- 
pearances both bread and wine, asking 
God that this may bring him life ever- 
lasting. 

While the priest receiving Holy Com- 
munion the server saying the Confiteor 
for us. should sure make this 
Holy Communion. The priest then gives 
absolution take away our venial sins. 
Then taking one the Sacred Hosts 
his right hand and holding above the 
ciborium turns and says, “Behold 
the Lamb God, behold Him who taketh 
away the sins the world.” Then three 
times says, “Lord, not worthy, that 


Thou shouldst enter under roof: say but, 


the word and soul shall healed.” 
the first prayer said should look 
the Host, and then bow our heads and 
strike our breast saying the last prayer three 
times with the priest. 

the priest places the Host our 
tongue Holy Communion, says, “May 
the Body our Lord Jesus Christ keep 
thy soul unto life everlasting.” 

After purifying the chalice the priest reads 
the Communion antiphon from the missal. 
This followed the Dominus Vobiscum 
and the Postcommunion prayers which 
thanks God for the great gift the Eucha- 
rist, and asks that may save from 
sin and help gain heaven. 

the Last Blessing all the graces 
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the Mass are gathered together: the 
blessing the Father, who gave His Son 
for us; the blessing the Son, who died 
for the Cross and whose sacrifice 
have now offered up; the blessing the Holy 
Ghost, who preserves the grace have 
received through the Holy Eucharist.

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Remedial Lessons for Grades 7-12 


Writing Correct Sentences 
Sister Prisca, O.S.F.* 


Our aim make our sentences “right 
the first time.” Several the boys and girls 
after passage workbook indicate “no 
sentence,” “‘a correct “two sen- 
tences.” Yet one the group could write 
paragraph his own that properly divided 
the thought into sentences. Why not? 

The children had learned correct errors 
already made, but they had not learned get 
their sentences right the first time. had 
wrongly concentrated showing the class 
what not do. should have trained them 
the correct procedures. should have 
taught them get their sentences 
the first time.” 


Plan That Works 
used the following plan for teaching 
special (below average) class write cor- 
rect sentences. very simple plan, but

works. Briefly, gave the class series 
lessons writing sentences their own. 
This exercise was designed teach the pupils 
first how express one complete thought and 
then how combine two more thoughts 
correctly. 

There were eight major steps the original 
plan. Some remedial classes can combine two 
three steps one lesson. some groups 
have been able introduce more advanced 
constructions. shall describe the plan its 
simplest form. 


Complete Thought 


The first lesson had for its purpose help 
the pupils understand what complete thought 
is. was lesson writing simple sentences. 
“Please give one simple answer,” told the 
class, “for each the questions shall write 
the board. Even you think two 
more answers, give just one. Make each an- 
swer complete questions that 
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wrote the board were very simple, and 
all them related the pupils’ personal 
interests. 


What your hobby? 

What kind books you enjoy? 

What your favorite magazine? 

What are you going after school 
today? 


Volunteers answered two the questions 
orally. soon everyone understood what 
wanted, the pupils worked individually and 
wrote their answers. When examined their 
papers, found not one run-on sentence 
one fragment. Some the sentences were in- 
effective, but all them were sentences. 

the end the first lesson, the pupils 
wrote their notebooks, under the heading 
“Notes Sentence Structure,” this rule: 
Make each sentence express one complete 
thought. 


Compound Sentences With “And” 


The second day, the class learned write 
correctly compound sentences with “and.” The 
lesson began with sentence that was the 
blackboard: John planted the lettuce, and 
Gerald helped cover the seed. told the 
class, “The two clauses joined ‘and’ this 
sentence strengthen each other, because both 
them help bring out the same idea. What 
that idea?” Some the pupils saw once 
how both clauses show that the lettuce 
being planted, and the rest the class soon 
grasped the idea. 

Next the pupils did orally part 
exercise requiring them compose sentences 
about their schoolmates. They were told 
compose one sentence answer each the 
following questions. sure tell about each 
person separately. Use “and” connect the 
two thoughts each sentence: 

What did Mary and Irene when they 
realized that they had missed the school bus? 

Where were Harry and James when the 
last bell rang? 

soon all the pupils seemed under- 
stand how compose compound sentence 
“and” the class finished the exercise 
writing. Their answers were amazingly free 
from errors sentence division. sure, 
not all the answers met the specifications, but 
most them were sentences. 

That day the pupils wrote 
notebooks: When two complete thoughts 
strengthen each other, join them “and” 
make one sentence. 


Compound Sentences With “But” 


The third lesson concerned compound sen- 


tences with “but.” Most the pupils under- 
stood once that two thoughts weaken each 
other each the following sentences: 

Peter likes music, but cannot carry 
tune. 

Catherine not artist, but she 
interested picture studies. 

After short oral drill, the students wrote 
answers for exercise similar the fol- 
lowing: Using the conjunction “but” join 
two thoughts that weaken each other, write 
the sentences called for below. 
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sentence telling about one your 
virtues and one your faults. 

sentence contrasting unattractive 
feature your appearance with attractive 
one. 

Each pupil wrote his notebook the fol- 
lowing rule: When two complete thoughts 
weaken each other, combine them one 
sentence with the conjunction “but.” 

Before taking the writing complex 
sentences, had review lesson. had writ- 
ten the board all the faulty sentences found 
the pupils’ written exercises thus far, and 
the class made suggestions for improving them. 
Also written the board were several pairs 
short, choppy sentences. each pair the 
thoughts were suitable combined 
compound sentence. using and but, the 
class combined each pair make one correct 
sentence. Only few the pupils had trouble 
with this exercise. 


Adjective Clauses 


the fifth day had the first lesson 
writing complex sentences. The purpose this 
lesson was teach the class how use ad- 
jective clauses. the board were several

This was the rule recorded the notebooks 
that day: describe identify person 
thing mentioned sentence, use clause 
beginning with who, which, that. 


Adverbial Clauses 


The sixth lesson had for its purpose 
teach the class how bring adverbial clause 
into sentence. Some the sentences writ- 
ten the board were follows: 

After the family finished the Rosary, 
Stephe went Peter’s house. 

Rose went home because she had 
headache. 

Although she had new dress, Grace 
wanted the party. 

Volunteers readily responded when said, 
“Read aloud the clause that tells when Stephe 
went over Peter’s house, and point out the 
word that introduces the clause. Read aloud 
the clause telling why Rose went home, and 
point out the word which introduces the 
clause.” Included the same exercise were 
included many types adverbial clauses, in- 
troduced variety conjunctions. went 
through the list, asking such questions “In 
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spite what did Grace want the 
party? Read aloud the clause that answers 
this question and point out the word that in- 
troduces the clause.” Several pupils went 
the board and underlined once the adverbial 
clause each sentence and twice the word 
introducing the clause. 

Then varied the questions. “Name some 
words that can introduce clauses telling when 
something happened—why happened 
where happened—on what condition 
written exercise followed: 

Why was school closed November 

When did you think the right answer 
the first question your history test? 

The rule recorded the pupils’ notebooks 
that day was: explain something about the 
action expressed sentence, use clause 
beginning with after, although, as, if, be- 
cause, before, for, if, since, that, than, 
though, till, unless, until, when, whenever, 
where, while. Although this lesson proved 
the most difficult one the unit, most 
the pupils were able write acceptable sen- 
tences. 


Noun Clauses 


lesson writing sentences containing 
common type noun clause came next. The 
model sentences were: 

The weather forecast says that there will 
snow today. 

wonder whether there will heavy 
blizzard. 


The pupils were asked point out each 
sentence the clause telling what the speaker 
said what the thinker thought and tell 
what word introduced the clause. Then the 


class answered orally such questions these: 
What did you think when the principal 
sent for you? 
What did you tell the principal’s sec- 
retary you entered the office? 


written lesson followed, similar the oral 
one. 

The rule written the notebooks about 
noun clause was: explain what person 
says thinks, use clause beginning with 
“that.” explain what person asks won- 
ders, use clause beginning with “whether.” 

Noun clauses consisting direct quotations 
introduce problems punctuation. seemed 
wise limit this lesson very simple uses 
the noun clause. 


Summary and Review 

general review came next, stress these 
points: 

rule, express only one complete thought 
sentence. You may, however, combine 
two complete thoughts and you wish them 
weaken each other; you may combine 
strengthen each other. You may also in- 
clude clause that describes, identifies, 
explains some word the sentence. you 
want add thought that does none these 
things, put another sentence. 

For about week after the completion 
the unit, the class wrote long compositions, 
paragraphs only sentences. the next 
test gave them questions which required 
sentence answer. paid special attention 
sentence structure. 

After the completion this unit work, 
most the pupils the class understood 
better criticisms faulty sentences 
their compositions.

They built one log cabin the 
shore. Some the people moved in. The 
others decided live board ship until 
spring. This stormy voyage, poor food, and 
bitter cold weather brought sickness the 
colonists. Almost half them died the first 
winter, including governor John Carver. De- 
spite all the misfortunes, none them 
wanted back England.

Plymouth grew and prospered. More colonists 
arrived.

DESIGNING the new kindergarten 
building for St. Joseph’s Academy 
Des Moines, Iowa, Architects Smith and

the children there take care the 
building.” 

The new building, which near the 
main school building but entirely separate 
from it, exclusively for kindergarten 
age children.

All-Day Care 


The objective was not only provide 
ideal teaching conditions, pro- 
vide functionally for eating, napping, and 
recreational facilities setting that 
would give interest and variety the 
child’s day. The teaching objectives also 
had heavy influence the design 
the school, and many are worth noting. 
These include: training the child care 


for personal needs; solving problems 
the child’s own level achievement; 
carrying out group activities; expressing 
himself before group; initiating his own 
tasks and carrying them through com- 
pletion; taking responsibility for his own 
possessions and for the appearance his 
room; using equipment carefully and cor- 
rectly; paying attention; obeying teach- 
ers; and respecting the rights others. 
short, the school was planned 
much more than repository.

Vermiculite Fireproofing 


Exterior walls are natural gray field- 
stone backed with 8-inch clay tile. The 
skeleton the building structural steel. 
Since the nursery is, effect, day 
residence well school, construction 
factors such fireproofing and acoustics 
were carefully considered. Fireproofing was 
especially important with 100 children 
the building, eating and napping and play- 


ing. Vermiculite plaster metal lathe 
was applied inch thick partitions and 
suspended ceilings. Steel columns were pro- 
tected with inches this plaster over 
metal lath. Ceilings throughout were 
finished with incombustible vermiculite 
acoustical plastic inch thick, applied 
two coats the vermiculite plaster 
brown coat. The thoroughness this fire- 
proofing job reflected the insurance 
rate cents per hundred, the lowest 
possible for building this type. 
brought letter from the underwriters, 
commending the architects “their wis- 
dom and foresight designing such 
fire-safe structure.” 

There are large areas glass. the 
three classrooms, placed the rear the 
building command the sunniest exposure

Floors are concrete finished with asphalt 
tile different colors and patterns. Cor- 
ridors and classrooms have wainscoting 
glazed tile. 

The roof structural steel deck insu- 
lated and fireproofed with vermiculite 
concrete fill, which covered with built- 
roof pitch-and-gravel. The steel desk 
was designed dead level. Drainage slopes 
were provided varying the thickness 
the lightweight concrete. The roof over the 
outside play area similar insulated 
construction, for temperatures underneath 
could get extremely high summer with 
the sun beating down unprotected 
metal deck. The canopies the east end 
are vermiculite concrete, also. 


Planned for Use 


The floor plan makes maximum use 
space. The administrative office centrally 
located with easy access every part 
the building. The bar the “H,” cen- 
tral foyer, offers excellent storage space, 
with “garage” for wagons, tricycles, and 
small cars. the right the large com- 
bination reception and playroom (which 
also doubles auditorium) the chil- 
dren’s dining room with maximum seat- 
ing capacity 100. Opening from this 
well-equipped serving kitchen. Food 
prepared the main kitchen the Acad- 
emy’s high school short distance away, 
and brought the service kitchen 
heated trucks through covered passage- 
way. This leads directly into the service 
kitchen and does not require use the 
corridors. 

Each classroom has project area one 
end, and two toilets. There general hat 
and coat room for the older children, but 
for the younger ones there nook right 
the room, where close supervision and 
training can carried out efficiently. 
Every child allotted cubby hole under 
the wall counters which keep his 
possessions. This teaches orderliness and 
responsibility for keeping belongings 
their proper place, well respect for 
the property others. Individual space 
identified cut-outs dogs, geese, air- 
planes, trains, and on, selected the 
child his symbol. 


Child-Size Furnishings 
Furnishings, toilet facilities, sinks, and 
drinking fountains are scaled child size. 
The diminutive modern chairs, molded 
fit small spines; tables; china and silver; 
double-deck dormitory bunks; and low 
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classroom counters, chests, and cupboards 
were all made order. 


Beauty and Comfort 


Bright pastel colors were used the 
interior, except the dormitory, where 
dark, restful green was used for the walls. 

The heating system steam with con- 
vector-type radiation. The ventilating sys- 
tem provides for complete change air 
every minutes. the basement are the 
maintenance shop and garage; living quar- 
ters for three yard and maintenance men; 
boiler and mechanical rooms; and well- 
equipped laundry take care the tre- 
mendous quantities table linen and bed- 
ding used daily. 

The building located 20-acre 
tract that slopes southward pleasant 
wooded area. Excursions into the outdoors 
for recreation and nature study require 
travel; there complete ease movement 
between indoors and out. 

Cost the structure was $230,000. This 
not excessive when weighed against its 
beauty, excellent facilities, and its contri- 
bution the care and training 100 pre- 
school children. safe say that the 
setting provided this school, preschool 
learning becomes “happy occupation.”

The Sisters Are Studying Art 


Frederick Thompson* 


About three years ago, October 1948, 
Msgr. John Voight, superintendent schools 
the Archdiocese New York, decided 
sponsor course drawing and painting 
direction, held exclusively for religious. 
was Msgr. Voight’s carefully considered opin- 
ion that there was very real need for course 
art, emphasizing professional approach 
its problems, and having its ultimate goal the 
training Sisters art such extent that 
they could meet the highest professional stand- 
ards painting prevailing the lay world. 


Professional Training 


Following events amply corroborated 
Voight’s judgment. While the supposition that 
talent innate gift perhaps indisputable, 
nevertheless must receive the right kind 
attention and nurture order fully realize 
itself. Ability art not something that 
achieves fulfillment through any inherent spon- 
taneous process alone. requires for its complete 
realization the proper kind critically informed 
guidance from without. This certainly true 
during the formative student period. The 
implications and applications this position, 
was found, were not too generally understood. 
Many Sisters, who subsequently attended the 
course, had not received previously the type 
training necessary equip them produce the 
kind work which their latent abilities should 
produce, while the same time meeting first- 
rate professional standards. For art, all 
creative work, only the best has enduring value. 

For the past two years the course has been 
held the seventh floor the administrative 
office building the Archdiocese New York, 
451 Madison Avenue. Here all the necessary 
equipment for portraiture and still-life painting 
has been assembled. And, order develop 
their aesthetic resourcefulness, the Sisters are 
encouraged bring their own models for por- 
traiture, certain still-life objects which have 
personal significance for them. 


Drawing and Design 


All the student activity manifested through 
two main categories: still life, object painting, 
and painting from life way portraiture. 
According the point view promulgated here, 
the traditional basis all sound art training 
adhered to; the main accent, therefore, being 
placed the discipline drawing and design. 
the traditional approach art these consti- 
tute the vital center from which proceeds all 
subsidiary study. 

Since the inception the courses twenty dif- 
ferent Communities have sent least one 
their Sisters. Their periods study have varied; 
some have studied for one term only, many 
others have attended consistently for consider- 
ably longer period. With this mind may 
stated that, regardless the relative individual 
abilities the Sisters, almost invariably those 
who have studied the longest have made the 
greatest fundamental progress. Time and practice 
are the essence training art. There is, 
indeed, substitute for protracted application. 

any teaching art, the instructor in- 
evitably confronted with the problem develop- 
ing the individuality the student, whether

religious otherwise. Now, where strong, 
direct technical procedure taught, any em- 
phatically individual attempt self-expression 
must necessity held minimum while 
the student level, although never completely 
discouraged. This the gist the traditional 
method teaching art. maintains balance 
between disciplined form and expression, between 
craftsmanship and aesthetic intent. contra- 
distinction, certain contemporary methods, some- 
times known “modern,” stress sharply indi- 
vidual self-expression, leading some instances 
the downright anarchical. For obvious reasons, 
the latter method (if can described 
workable method) particularly unsuitable for 
the teaching religious. 

order facilitate matters has been 
found that originally prepared written material, 
embodying specific technical instructions, nec- 
essary supplement direct, constructive criti- 
cisms the student’s work. Herein, the instruc- 
tor’s general conception art, his aesthetic 
attitude, and his technique, the means has 
expressing this through adequately developed 
craftsmanship, finally coalesce teaching 
method that takes into account the demands 
craft well expression. 


The Student’s Needs 


Three courses are given yearly: during the 
fall, spring, and summer. The fall and spring 
courses are held each successive Saturday, 
the summer course being continuous throughout 
six weeks. The term “course” this sense 
expedient nomenclature. Actually, the study 
art ceaselessly unfolding developmental 
process, necessarily varying according the in- 
dividual circumstances and capacities the pupil. 
Consequently, there sharply demarcated 
beginning end. has been stated pre- 
viously, the only conclusive evidence ter- 
mination the student’s performance, the final 
production professionally competent paintings.

And our belief that the 
student exhibition, considered this light, 
more less than integral part the process 
learning how paint. Moreover, the exhi- 
bition tends stimulate some vigorous interest 
Catholic art activity. For, the last analysis, 
public appreciation necessary sustain art, 
well the intent the artist originally 
creating it. 


CATHOLIC LAY TEACHERS’ MEETING 


“The time past when the lay teacher was 
considered best temporary substitute 
stopgap who ‘Please God, would little 
harm possible until Nun Brother could 
got fill the gap,’” declared Miss Virginia 
Cox, chairman the Lay Teachers’ Guild the 
Archdiocese St. Louis, broadcast, Septem- 
ber 30, over WEW preceding the meeting 
which Most Rev. Joseph Ritter, archbishop 
St. Louis, was guest. 

“Lay teachers,” continued Miss Cox, “have 
made appreciable percentage our Catho- 
lic college faculties for some years and their 
contributions Catholic college education are 
too well known need repeating. becom- 
ing more and more clearly recognized that, 
Catholic educational facilities the secondary 
and elementary level are keep pace with the 
growing Catholic school children, 
absolutely essential that have increasing 
number thoroughly qualified Catholic teachers 
with lively faith the vocation serve under 
Christ the Teacher and obedient co-operation 
with the religious teachers who will, the grace 
and goodness God, continue make the 
larger percentage our teaching faculties. 

“The teacher should feel that teaching is, all 
the possible jobs the world, the one most im- 
portant. perhaps not unmitigated evil 
that there are few material benefits 
gained from teaching, because serious 
problem for the schools obtain qualified 
teachers their limited budgets, for the 
teachers live their even 
budgets, would tragedy the material 
returns for teaching were such tempt those 
who had vocation for teaching enter the 
field. perhaps fantastic thought, but 
daresay that the devil, were allowed the 
power, would make teaching the highest paid 
profession the world. Since that most unlikely 
possibility has never been fact any time 
place, the man woman who enters the teach- 
ing field, particularly Catholic education, may 
almost inevitably presumed because 
she convinced that our Lord’s command 
and one followed without consideration 
cost difficulty. 

“The teacher must know that the mind the 
child made for truth and that her job 
help the development each individual mind 
that will search for, recognize, and love 
truth. There essentially difference the 
vocation the lay and the religious teacher 
far that vocation applies teaching. There 
are certain complementary differences which 
make well-integrated combination faculty 
religious and lay teachers, having equal scholastic 
qualifications and identical spiritual and educa- 
tional aims for the children their care, ideal.
